Tho fishermen sometimes take 
from 1400 to 2000 in n single net set over 
night. Tbe oil wat worth |l20 por barrel last 
year. Thi* year it ie not worth qutto 60 muoh 
—say from $15 to $18—but it pays a large 
profit at that. The refuse, or "chum" left, 
after expressing the oil, is use^ for m&nuie, 
and IB eaid to be almost equal to guano.
